The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 1 , line 13: the phrase "control unit for adjusting" is changed to -control 
unit for variably adjusting-. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 -8, 1 0-1 3 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
does not disclose a "variably adjusting" control unit in combination with the other 
elements. Regarding claim 2: the prior art does not disclose a plurality of plates of an 
airfoil cross section provided at the intake port section for adjusting an amount of air 
flowing therein, and a plurality of support members provided at both ends of the plates 
for rotatably supporting the plate. 
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• Walmsley (2003/0098388): is silent with respect to what purpose the turbine 
serves and does not teach connecting the turbine to the propeller, does not have 
air intake ports, the only port is annularly disposed on top of the air frame, not on 
the side, there are no ducts, and only an opening and does not have a controller 
for variably adjusting the shutters. 

• A. C. Roberson et al (2,953,321): only has one "port", and is not below the frame 
10. Actually the port is above the gram. 

• W. M. Willis: (3,365,149) does not have a plurality of intake port. Instead has 
annular intake portion. Does not have shutters to regulate air flowing into the 
intake ports.
